Rising Steadily 


Readers may recall that the cost of 
Hving in Hongkong in’ August last 
was stated officially to be $2 per head 
per week, In. January, this figure 
had risen to $2.33; and last month's 
official figure js now given as $2.47 
per heud per weels. These figures 
only cover. the cost of food tnd fuel. 

Tn an Interval of six months, third 
grade rice has risen from 9.3 cents to 
13 cents per catty and firewood from 
2.3 to 3.5 cents per catty. 


The Medical Authorities give a 
round figure of a catty of rice and 
three-quarters of n catty of flrewood 
per person per doy as the average 
consumption; hence, for rice and fire- 
wood alone (without any “sung"”) the 
fverage person his to pay 32.2 cents 
more per weelt than he did for the 
corresponding quantitics of rice and 
firewood in August last—or to -be 
content with proportionately less. 


This Qyure may sccm unimportant 
to the more fortunate, but this is far 
from bding the case with families 
where three, four or even moro per- 
sons share In the weekly budget and 
live in or below the poverty ne.
